Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Oil the 22nd Match, 1964, Shri Satchidananda Das, 
Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police, was posted with a few 
unaimed constables at Halibari when a riotous mob was seen 
approaching the .village. The mob, predominantly Adibasis, 
was armed with bows and arrows, spears and other weapons 
and by the time it had reached the village it had .swelled to 
nearly 2,000. Apprehending serious communal trouble, Shri 
Das, who was armed with a revolver only, went out and 
laced the mob. The Adibasis were in a highly excited state 
and their leader who was armed with a kukri threatened to 
hill Shri Das if he did not get out oi the way. Shri Das 
courageously held his ground and continued to try and reason 
with the lcadeis. In this way he succeeded in holding bach 
the mob for Well over an hour by which time the minority 
community in the village, to warn whom Shri Das had sent a 
constable, were able to reach safety. 

In this incident, Assistant Sub-Inspector Satchidananda Das 
exhibited exemplary courage, presence of mind and devotion 
to duty of a high order and was instrumental in saving many 
lives,

On the 9th December, 1963, a Border Security Patrol at 
Lubbacherrn Tea Garden near Lailong District of United 
Khasi and Jaintia Hills was fired upon by hostile forces, 
flic Border Security Force Patrol returned the fire in self- 
defence. In order to capture the Tea Garden, the hostile 
forces occupied Tillas No. 1 and 2 and dug positions in Tilla 
No. 3 on the morning of the 10th December, 1963. The 
hostile forces, occupying Tilla No. 2 consisting of two sections 
with a third section in reserve, fired heavily on the Border 
Security Force positions throughout the day. There was no 
possibility of any reinforcement reaching the Border Security 
Force personnel positioned in Tilla No. 3 till the next day 
because of difficult communication facilities in the area. On 
the evening of the 10th December, 1963, Shri Chhubameron 
Ao, Sub-Inspector of Police, Armed Branch, who had taken 
charge of the Indian positions there the previous day, realised 
that unless something was done to relieve them, the Border 
Security Force positions in Tilla No. 3 might become un- 
tenable. Though the area was hilly and covered with jungle 
and Shri Ao was not familiar with the terrain, he led a small 
section of the Border Security Force that night, on his own 
initiative and surprised and stormed the enemy section in the 
easlern position of Tilla No. 2, The boldness and the sur- 
prise, with which the attack was carried out paid off and 


though the enemy section returned the fire, it had to with- 
draw to Tilla No. 1. During the night Sub-Inspector Ao 
conducted a reconnaissance ot the area and noticed an enemy 
tmnhei on the eastern half of Tilla No. 2. He led a small 
party of lour men and attacked the bunker at 0500 hours on 
11th Decembei 1963. This bunker lurned oui to be an 
L.M.G. position of the enemy forces. The suddenness of the 
attack from the Border Security Force surprised the enemy 
who ran away. Eventually the third enemy reserve section 
also withdrew. 

Thus, in the course of one night, Shri Chhubameron Ao, 
w ilh a small section of the Border Security Force, dislodged 
one platoon of the enemy and eaplurned Tiila No. 2. Hie 
courage and initiative displayed by Shri Chhubameron Ao 
ticmendously boosted the morale of the Indian Forces in the 
area,

On the 16lh December, 1963, Shri Maita Bahadur Limboo 
and Shli Durga Pandcy of the 2nd Border Security Force, 
who were in the escort party of a convoy of ammunition and 
rations, were ambushed and fired upon by the hostile forces 
at Borsora Nulla. Most of the porters, who carried the 
ammunition and rations, dropped their luggage and withdrew 
to safety. Shri Limboo and Shri Pandey, however, returned 
the fife, At this, the ambush party withdrew to previously 
prepared positions and continued to fire. A rescue party 
detailed fiom Kuliang B.O.P. took up position on a hillock 
facing the enemy position and engaged the hostile forces. 
Shri Limboo and Shri Pandey realised that under cover of fire 
the hostile forces might carry away the stores at night and 
decided to stay in their positions. The Constables dug posi- 
tions for themselves using bayonets and Khuhles and prevent- 
ed the enemy force, by point blank fire, from taking away 
the stores. Shri Pandey withdrew at about 1800 hours on 
18th December, 1963 but Shri Limboo continued tenaciously 
and without food and sleep till 1130 hours on 20th Decem- 
ber, 1963. When his ammunition was exhausted, he crawled 
to the ammunition load under constant heavy fire, and carried 
the ammunition box in his trench and continued firing, He 
thus made it impossible for the enemy to approach the 
ammunition loads and stores. 

In this encounter, by their bold and courageous action, 
Constable Limboo and Constable Pandey saved the ammuni- 
tion in the face of imminent danger to their lives and set an 
example for others to follow.
